Diversification Looking 


Cotton continues to be the leading cash 
crop of Georgia, but today it amounts to 
only a little more than 22 per cent of the 
state's total crop value. This means that 
crop diversification is becoming a reality 
in Georgia. 


Commissioner Linder’s figures for 1945 
show that the farmers took advantage of a 
favorable market last vear to boost com- 
mercial truck crops to 28 per cent over the 
previous season for a total value of $12,- 
966,000. The chief of these truck crops was 
watermelons which showed a crop value of 
$6,304,000. Beans, tomatoes, cabbage, Irish 
potatoes, cantaloupes and pimiento peppers 
ranked next to watermelons in the truck 
crops. 


Increases were noted in the value of

An amazingly small numer of people in Georgia took the trouble 
to go to the polls when so important a matter as the adoption of 
a new state constitution was being voted upon. 


Georgia is now operating under a constitution that was adopted 
by a pitifully small minority of Georgians. 

Unquestionably the trend is growing, The number of people 
content to let others make their government decisions for them 
is growing. 

What is the trouble” 

The trouble is that people do not regard voting as an obligation.

The Veterans Are Coming Back 


WASHINGTON.—The demonstrations of the homesick soldiers 
in the Pacific and in Europe have temporarily subsided. But they 
have left behind decidedly queasy feelings among the more far- 
sighted politicians of both major parties. The unvarnished truth 
is that the extreme left wing provided a good many of the leaders 
who crystallized and made vocal the discontent of the men overseas. 

That, of course, is all that the extreme left-wingers did. Ncthing 
Nothing could 
be more unjust than to suppose the men overseas have no griev- 
ances. Clever left-wingers merely helped to give expression to an 
almost universal emotion. No more than an infinitesimal percentage 
of the demonstrators were leftists. | 


. . : The agitation for a more liberal 
Communist Legionnaires release policy in fact began, in 
its more extreme form, in the columns of the leftist press in this 
country. The Manila manifesto closely followed the editorial line, 
and even seemed to borrow some of the language, of the leftist 
press on this special topic. The records of some of the leaders of 
demonstrations are reported to substantiate their left-wing connec- 
tions. Furthermore, the Communist party line is now to appeal 
to veterans of World War IL by championing their interests, and 
to seek to capture veterans’ organizations. It is even understood 
that qualified members of the Communist party are now secking 
membership in the American Legion and Veterans of Foreign Wars 
~—-which have in the past scarcely been front organizations. 

It is a safe prediction, despite the new Communist party line, 
that no very large numbers of returning veterans will flock to the 
standards of the extreme left. Nevertheless, the Communist effort 
is, in and of itself, exceedingly interesting, since it points up one 
of the biggest problems the country has got to face in the years 


ahead. 

Members of congress returning 
From the Grass Roots from their exploration of the grass 
roots were not impressed, for example, by any passionate popular 
support for the President’s program. But several of them have 
mentioned to your correspondent the disturbing plight of the vet- 
erans who have been drawing Army pay and allowances and now 
find themselves seeking jobs which offer much smaller cash in- 
comes.

to raise an eyebrow. They thought the committee, which toured 
the state and the south last summer, died when it formally handed 
its report to the general assembly in January. They wondered if 
it had launched another summer's inspection without further au- 
thorization. 

For our part, we like these constant check-ups on the state men- 
tal hospital. The committee was created solely for the purpose of 
straightening out this hospital. Its visits to other institutions were 
a beneficial after-thought. 

Taking its work seriously, the committee made three or four 
visits to Milledgeville last year. It returned to the hospital a few 
months ago, after it had«written its report favoring a $6,000,000 
improvement program for Milledgeville. While there has been 
some remarks about the cost of this committee’s functions, Gov. 
Arnall, Senate President Gross and House Speaker Harris all have 
said the accomplishments have been well worth the money. A great 
deal of progress has been made at the Milledgeville hospital with 
a legislative committee ready at any time to drop in for an in- 
spection. It is a healthy situation to have, but it could be ex- 
pensive (at $15 per day for 11 members, plus the use of several 
State Patrol cars) if carried to the extreme. The hospital had 
very little opportunity to use any of its new money since the prob- 
ers were there shortly before Christmas. So this week’s visit may 
have been premature, unless the solons wanted to have a greater 
voice in recommending ways to spend the new money. 

To complete the good job it has started, the committee could 
very well drop in on Milledgeville one more time between now 
and election day this summer. Its visit could have more value, 
however, if it was a surprise inspection—instead of one that has

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TREASURY TRIO LOPPED FROM PAY ROLL;

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—(UP)—A treasury official dis- 
closed Tuesday that three treasury employes have been fired 
for accepting favors from contractors in connection with lend- 


lease equipment purchases. 

The employes accepted “favors and gratuities” from the con- 
tractors, including payment of hotel bills, travel expenses and 
meals, Treasury Procurement Chief Clifron E. Mack revealed 
to the house appropriations committee.

Dr. Calliet, in Atlanta for a duo 
of lectures at Agnes Scott, said 
in an interview here yesterday 
that the former French leader’s 
actions were dominated solely by 
his love for France—not persona! 
ambition. 

“And I feel sure,” he asserted, 
with a charming French accent, 
“that many of those who have 
been fighting him later will dlis- 
cover that they have been oppos- 
ing a man who stood for the very 
things which they themselves ad- 
vocate.” 

Dr. Calliet, whose fervent inter- 
est in things French did not cease 
when he migrated to the United 
States in 1927, 
attributes which 
to be labeled as 
the same as those which boosted 
him to the position of leader of 
the French resistance forces. 

“He didn’t seek popularity,” Dr. 
Calliet said. “He did what he be- 
lieved right, even if he knew it 
meant unpopularity. If he had 
had the ambitions of a dictator, 
he could have gone far.” 

As for the future of France, Dr 
Callet is not at all worried about 
his native country becoming Com 
munistic. He gives as one reason 
the almost total absence of a mid- 
die class. “The middle class has 
been wiped out,” he said, adding: 

“France often has been judged 
too harshly. What she has suf- 
fered has been tremendous—not 
only in World War II, but since 
870. In reality, France has been | 
at war with Germany since that. 
time.” 

Dr. Calliet was a corporal in the | 
French Army in World War I, and 
when wounded, he was nursed in | 
an American hospital. It was then 
that he began to learn the English | 
language. After the armistice, he | 
resumed his graduate studies, and |

of Atlanta’s largest bakeries. ‘‘It 


will be lighter than a light rye. 


loaf, and just about what you 
ladies would call ‘oyster white’,” 
he said in describing the product 
we can expect when the Presi- 
dent’s ruling goes into effect. 

The new “dark” bread will 
be on the market for § several 
weeks, said this baking executive, 
for the reason that bakers usually 
have a 3 to 6 or even 8-weeks’ 
supply of flour on hand all the 


time. As this runs out the bakery | 


will be supplied with the new less 
refined flour, which though dark- 
er will be more nutritious because 
it will contain more of the wheat 
germ. The bakery executive ques- 
tioned gave the following facts: 
“At present 125 pounds of flour 
produces 87 pounds of white flour 


and 38 pounds of bran. Under the. 
new ruling 125 pounds of wheat | 
will produce 100 pounds of flour | 


and 25 pounds of bran. The saving 
of wheat for human consumption 
under the President’s ruling will 
be considerable, and I think the 
public will not mind the darker 
bread at all,” he said. “As a matter 


of fact, I think the public will be! 


agreeably surprised to find a loaf, 
not dark And heavy at all, 
only an off-white and not appreci- 
ably heavier than the present 
loaf.”
